There is, in fact, a value no less than a necessity 
of a newspaper to every resident and business person of 
any and every city or community. First and primarily 
Sierra Madreans must consider this cold fact. A news¬ 
paper is not simply a business conducted by a publisher 
who lias but one thing as his goal: that of publishing a 
newspaper for the sheer and single purpose of making 
himself a profit. 

A newspaper is as necessary to the life of a city as 
lliose who sit on the City Council and Planning Commis¬ 
sion, Without a newspaper there is, in fact, no city. A 
community without a newspaper —- those who compose 
the community which make up the city — in fact are 
conglomerate residents of a meaningless community. The 
value of a newspaper to a community does not mean 
that readers of the paper and residents of the city must 
be and are supporters of its editorial policy. Nevetheless, 
the paper is as important and valuable to those who op¬ 
pose it as to those who support it. 

A community without a newspaper is not a city. The 
residents of such a locality have no place to turn for 
news of what is taking place - marriages, births, deaths, 
new businesses opening, closing, delinquent taxes any¬ 
thing in fact that makes up the news of the community. 
Without such provision those who make up the community

Apollo 12 Moon 
Rock At Museum 

A little piece of a rock 
whicli Apollo 12 astronauts 
Charles Conrad and Alan 
Bean picked up during their 
trip to the moon may bo 
.SC-on at California Museum 
of Science and Indirstry, Ex¬ 
position Park, through Jan. 
30. 

The chip, collecto,d during 
tho astronauts first period 
cf extra vehic-ular activity, 
apparently was a piece of 
C'ly.stalline rock embedded 
in the mound material be¬ 
low the top of a lage mound 
.north of Head Center. 

This lunar sample, an 
olivine dolorite, weighs in at 
151 grams. Scientists at the 
Lunar Receiving La'boratory 
at NASA’s Manned Space¬ 
craft Center in Iloiuston spec¬ 
ulate th.'it it may he a large 
chunk of bedrock strata 
ejected from a nearby crater. 

Obtained tbrougli the co¬ 
operation of NASA, the mcKxn 
rock may bo seen daily at 
the Exposition Park- based 
.state mu.seum from 10 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Ad'mi.ssion is frex-.

Quickening Economic Pace 
In ’72 Forcecast By Economist 


All signs point to a quick¬ 
ening pace of economic ac¬ 
tivity and substantial gains 
in “real growth,” the week¬ 
ly meeting of the Pasadena 
Shriners was told recenty. 

Dr. Robert T. Parry, vice 
president and economist for 
Security Pacific Nation a 1 
Bank, explained to the 
luncheon gathering of more 
than 60 persons that Cali¬ 
fornia, during Phase II, and 
throughout 1972, will share 
in the national recovery but 
at a somewhat more moder¬ 
ate pace. “Statewide econo¬ 
mic stimuli will bo more 
selective and of lesser im¬ 
pact than those affecting na- 
tioinai activity.” 

He explained that Califor¬ 
nia population growth and 
aerosnace employment have 
stabilized, and, wihile little 
negative influence is expect¬ 
ed, .neither will become an 
important stimulus to the 
state economy in the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

"Signs of overbuilding still 
persist in housing and 
should produce a decline in 
.new construction du ring 
1972,” Dr. Parry .said. "If that 
correction fails to take place, 
particularly in multi-family 
unit construction, a housing 
glut will result.” 

Locally, consumer activity 
in the marketplace was 
quite good, he noted. Retail 
sales during Christmas were 
very .strong, especially in the 
week immediately following 
the holiday whe,n depart¬ 
ment .store sales in the ten 
county Southern California 
aiea posted a 40 per cent 
gain over the week between. 
Christmas and New Years, 
1970. 

Turning to the national 
picture, tlie Security Pacific- 
Bank economist di.scounled 
both the liigh hopes and 
fears of many busine.ss fore¬ 
casters CYxncei'.n i n g 1972’.s 
outlook as Phase IT is im¬ 
plemented'. 

“.After the President’s A'li- 
gust speech, many fore¬ 
casters became unrealisti¬ 
cally ouplioric over the im¬ 
mediate disappearance of in¬ 
flation, unemployment and 
slow growth. VV i t h a n ■ 
,nouncement of Phase IPs 
implementation details, 
ma.ny of these same fore- 
ca.sters have becume vei> 
pe.ssimistic, .suggesting that 
the New Economic Policy 
will not produce a recovt-ry 
in the economy or a slow¬ 
down in the pace of i.nfla- 
tion. 

"The.se viewpoints are 
probably in error. 1972,” he 
continued, "will be a good 


year, especially when com¬ 
pared to 1970 and 1971; 
however, the upturn will be 
less spirited than past re¬ 
coveries. 

"Phase II pessimism re¬ 
flects concern that the Pay 
Board' will grant large in¬ 
creases to wage earners, but 
the Price Commission will 
grant small price increases 
to business which will in¬ 
directly limit profit growth.” 
Dr. Parry told the Pasade.na 
Shriners. “By and large this 
pessimism is unfoun d e d. 
Profit margin rulings by the 
Pay Commission indie ate 
this board will permit a 
good year for profits in 1972, 
based more on larger sales 
volume in the coming year 
than wider profit margins.” 

Dr. Parry forecast real 
growth in goods and' services 
output will oxpa,nd at a rate 
in excess of 5 per cent in 
1972, as opposed to a nega¬ 
tive growth rate in 1970 and 
a 3 per cent rate in 1971. 
Inflation this year will aver¬ 
age 3.5 per cent, down from 
last year’s rate of slightly 
under 5 per cent. Unem¬ 
ployment, averaging 5.9 per 
cent this year, will decline 
moderately to an average 
rate of 5.5 per cent in 1972.

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing tee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971.

2. QUESTION: Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons. Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered In the 
Articles of Incorporation. 


4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-tiling is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been arr/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 3(X),000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this Week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by "Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

5. QUESTtQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names tile new statements? 

ANS'WER: Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

14. QUESTIQN: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in tiling and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 91/2 by 11-Inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms tor identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6. QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 


7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after tiling. 
And proof of publication must be tiled with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 


15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubicatlon? 

ANSWER: All new tilings will require pub¬ 
icatlon until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.)

16. QUESTIQN: What other val'jes do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or tile 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication tour times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, It being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names In 
black face type In capital letters, spaced separately. 


^Old civil code sections 
prevail in part until July 1, 
with filing charge of $2.00.

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty tor failure 
to tile and publish?

Medicare Had 
A Busy Year 

Medicare ha.ndled' more 
than 900,000 bills last year 
for post-hospital care of pa¬ 
tients in 4600 extended care 
facilities covered by Medi¬ 
care, according to Douglas 
Carter, social security dis¬ 
trict manager in Pasadena, 
Most people 65 and over 
have Medicare hospital in¬ 
surance financed by regular 
Social .Security contributions 
that helps pay post-hospital 
nursing care. 

“The purpose of post-hos¬ 
pital e.xtended care is to 
provide skilled .nursing care 
for Medicare patients after 
they leave the hospital,” 
Carter said. A patient who 
no longer .needs the inten¬ 
sive care offered in the hos- 
intal hut still isn’t ready to 
go home may qualify for 
these benefits. Carter em¬ 
phasized that Medicare can 
only pay if the patient 
needs continued skilled nur¬ 
sing care, as oppo.sed to help 
vdth eating, dressing a.nd 
bathing. 

In addition, the patient’s 
doctor must determine that 
extended care is needed for 
further Ueatment of the 
same condition treated i.n 
the ho.spital and there has 
to be a medical need for 
cointi.nuing skilled' nursing 
care, Carter said. 

“Tliere have been cases 
where bills have been do- 
.niod that patients thought 
would be paid, and we know 
this creates hardship,” Car¬ 
ter said. “We’re doing all w'e 
can to avoid such retroactive 
denials. We believe the pa¬ 
tient should know as quick¬ 
ly as possible whether Medi¬ 
care can help pay hi-s ex¬ 
tended care bills.” 

Of the extended care bills 
that are denied by Medicare, 
ni.ne out of ten are turned 
clown becau.se the “level of 
care” provided to the pa¬ 
tients doesn’t meet the re¬ 
quirement of skilled .nursing 
care, Carter said. 

Pcoplf. covered by Medi¬ 
care should be familiar with 
the general requirements 
that apply to extended care 
covered .under their hospital 
in.surance, he said. 

For example. Carter ex¬ 
plained, the patient m.ust 
have been in a hospital 
participating in Medicare for 
at least three days in a row 
before he enters the extend¬ 
ed care facility. .4nd he 
must go into the facility 
withi.n 14 days after he 
leaves the hospital. If ap¬ 
proved', Medicare can pay for 
the fir.st 20 days. An addi¬ 
tional SO days are provided, 
with the patient being re¬ 
sponsible for the first $7.50 a 
day ($8.50 effective January, 
1972).
